The CSA program will serve all BPS students, from the time they are in Kindergarten all the way
through post-secondary education and training. OFE is looking for 3-5 schools who would like
to serve as pilot sites for this program beginning in Fall 2016 through the end of the 2018-2019
school year (3-year pilot program). Pilot sites will be asked to serve as learning partners, as the
CSA program design is tested and improved prior to the full-scale program launch in Fall 2019.
Selected partner schools will be given CSA accounts for all K2 students, including program
support and technical assistance, in exchange for active involvement in evaluating and
improving our pilot program.
